U.S. Could 
Ease Travel 
Restrictions 
To Cuba 

Washington 

The Obama administration, in a 
test of the Castro regime’s appe- 
tite for reform, is considering eas- 
ing travel restrictions to Cuba, 
U.S. and congressional officials 
said Tuesday. 

The move would leave intact the 
nearly 50-year-old embargo against 
the communist regime but would 
expand opportunities for American 
students, educators and research- 
ers to visit Cuba, the officials said. 
The discussions to ease restrictions 
follow the release in July of the first 
batch of political prisoners Havana 
had pledged to free. 

President Obama has said that 
he wants to reach out to Cuba and 
promote democracy there by eas- 
ing travel and financial restrictions. 
But he has also said there must be 
political or economic reforms before 
the U.S. takes further steps to ease 
Cuba’s isolation. 

A decision could be announced 
before the end of next week. Some 
in Congress have voiced opposition 
to a further easing in the restric- 
tions, which Obama loosened last

Feds threaten to sue 
offieial at center of 
immigration debate 

Washington 

A federal investigation of a contro- 
versial Arizona sheriff known for 
tough immigration enforcement 
has intensified in recent days, 
escalating the conflict between 
the Obama administration and 
officials in the border state. 

Justice Department officials 
in Washington have issued a rare 
threat to sue Maricopa County 
Sheriff Joe Arpaio if he doesn’t 
cooperate by Tuesday with their 
investigation into whether he dis- 
criminates against Hispanics. The 
civil rights probe is one of two tar- 
geting the man who calls himself 
“America’s Toughest Sheriff’ — a 
federal grand jury in Phoenix is 
examining whether Arpaio has 
used his power to investigate and 
intimidate political opponents and 
whether his office misappropriated 
government funds, sources said. 

The standoff comes just weeks 
after the Justice Department sued 


Arizona and Republican Gov. Jan 
Brewer over the state’s new immi- 
gration law, heightening tensions 
over the issue ahead of Novem- 
ber’s midterm elections. It focuses 
renewed attention on Arpaio, a for- 
mer D.C. police officer who runs a 
3,800-employee department, and a 
state at the epicenter of the debate 
over the nation’s estimated 12 mil- 
lion illegal immigrants. 

Arpaio has in recent years 


become a kind of folk hero to those 
favoring his heavily publicized 
“crime sweeps,” conducted most- 
ly in Hispanic neighborhoods. At 
the same time, civil rights groups 
accuse the 78 -year- old lawman of 
racial profiling. And some Mari- 
copa County officials say Arpaio 
has launched meritless corrup- 
tion investigations against officials 
who have criticized his policies or 
opposed his requests. Those alle- 


Facing Allegations 

The Civil Rights Division inves- 
tigation began in March 2009 and 
is focusing on whether Sheriff Joe 
Arpaio’s department engaged in 
“discriminatory police practices and 
unconstitutional searches and sei- 
zures," along with allegations that 
his jail discriminated against His- 
panic inmates, according to division 
letters. A complaint to the Justice 
Department said even bilingual jail 
guards are required to speak to in- 
mates only in English, which could 
endangertheir medical care.

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Hearing Drops in Teens 



Study suggests loud 
music has damaged 
one in five youngsters 

Chicago 

A stunning number of teens have 
lost a little bit of their hearing — 
nearly one in five — and the prob- 
lem has increased substantially in 
recent years, a new national study 
has found. 

Some experts are urging teen- 
agers to turn down the volume on 
their digital music players, suggest- 
ing loud music through earbuds 
may be to blame — although hard 
evidence is lacking. They warn that 
slight hearing loss can cause prob- 
lems in school and set the stage for 
hearing aids in later life. 

“Our hope is we can encour- 
age people to be careful,” said the 
study’s senior author. Dr. Gary 
Curhan of Harvard-affiliated 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital 
in Boston. 

The researchers analyzed data on 
12- to 19-year-olds from a nationwide 
health survey. They compared hear- 
ing loss in nearly 3,000 kids tested 
from 1988 to 1994 to nearly 1,800 


Blame the iPod? 

While the researchers didn’t sin- 
gle out iPods, they found a significant 
increase in high-frequency hearing 
loss, which may indicate that noise 
caused the problems. And they cited 
a 2010 Australian study that linked 
use of personal listening devices with 
a 70 percent increased risk of hear- 
ing loss in kids. “Prolonged exposure 
to loud noise is likely to be harmful to 
hearing, butthat doesn’t mean kids 
can’t listen to MP3 players,’’ Dr. Gary 
Curhan said. (AP)

The prevalence of hearing loss 
increased from about 15 percent 
to 19.5 percent. 

Most of the hearing loss was 
“slight,” defined as inability to 
hear at 16 to 24 decibels — or 
sounds such as a whisper or rus- 
tling leaves. A teenager with slight 
hearing loss might not be able to 
hear water dripping or his mother 
whispering “good night.” 

Extrapolating to the nation’s 
teens, that would mean about 
6.5 million with at least slight hear- 
ing loss.

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Secret CIA Tapes Found 


Videos show hidden 
prison interrogations 
of Sept. 11 terrorist 


Washington 

The CIA has videotapes, after all, 
of interrogations of admitted 9/11 
plotter Ramzi Binalshibh in a secret 
overseas prison. 

Discovered in a box under a 
desk at the CIA, the tapes could 
reveal how foreign governments 
aided the United States in holding 
and interrogating suspects. And 
they could complicate U.S. efforts 
to prosecute Binalshibh, who has 
been described as one of the “key 
plot facilitators” in the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks. 

Apparently the tapes do not 
show harsh treatment — unlike 
videos the agency destroyed of 
the questioning of other suspect- 
ed terrorists.

The two videotapes and one 
audiotape are believed to be the 
only existing recordings made 
within the clandestine prison 
system and depict Binalshibh’s 
interrogation sessions in 2002 at 
a Moroccan-run facility the CIA 


used near Rabat, several current 
and former U.S. officials told The 
Associated Press. 

When the CIA destroyed its 
cache of 92 videos of two other al- 
Qaeda operatives, Abu Zubaydah 
and Abd al-Nashiri, being water- 
boarded in 2005, officials believed 
they had wiped away all of the agen- 
cy’s interrogation footage. But in 
2007, a staff member discovered a 
box tucked under a desk in the CIA’s 
Counterterrorism Center and pulled 
out the Binalshibh tapes. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union has asked the government 
to provide more information about 
the tapes. 

“Today’s report is a stark remind- 
er of how much information the 
government is still withholding 
about the Bush administration’s 
interrogation policies,” said Alex- 
ander Abdo, staff attorney with the 
ACLU National Security Project.

A South Carolina mother who 
claimed her two children drowned 
when their car careened into a river 
was charged with murder Tuesday 
after authorities said she confessed 
to suffocating the toddlers and then 
faking the accident. 

Shaquan Duley, 29, told inves- 
tigators she was distraught about 
money troubles and unemployment, 
said Orangeburg County Sheriff 
Larry Williams. He said Duley told 


them she killed the boys — 2-year- 
old Devean C. Duley and 18-month- 
old Ja’van T. Duley — after argu- 
ing with her mother about how she 
was raising the children. 

“She truly felt, Tf I don’t have 
these toddlers, I can be free,’” Wil- 
liams said at a news conference. 

Officials said they were unable 
to locate the children’s father, who 
did not live with the family. Duley 
has another child, a 5-year-old 
girl, who was now with the grand- 
mother.

Tel Aviv, Israel 

A Palestinian who broke into the 
Turkish Embassy in Israel trying 
to take hostages and demanding 
asylum was turned over to Israeli 
authorities late Tuesday, ending a 
tense standoff. 

Seven hours after he forced his 
way into the embassy, the attack- 
er was escorted out of the embas- 
sy and bundled into an Israeli 
ambulance. Wearing a light blue 
shirt and limping slightly from 
an apparent gunshot wound, he 
raised his arms briefly and shout- 
ed before Israeli police and para- 
medics subdued him. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Yigal Palmor identified the 
attacker as Nadim Injaz, a Pales- 
tinian from the West Bank town of 
Ramallah. Israeli police said Injaz 
was recently released from prison 
after serving time for an attack on 
the British Embassy four years ago, 
also to seek asylum. 

Channel 2 TV played a record- 
ing of a phone call it said came from 
the attacker. “I have two hostages,” 
he said in Hebrew. “I will blow up 
the embassy. ... If they don’t let me 
leave this country now, I will burn 
down the whole building.” (ap)

Young men from some of Iraq’s 
poorest areas waited all night out- 
side an army recruitment center, 
only to become easy prey Tuesday 
for a suicide bomber who killed 61 
of them. Desperate for jobs, dazed 
survivors rushed to get back in line 
after the attack. 

Officials quickly blamed al-Qae- 
da for the deadliest single act of vio- 
lence in the capital in months. Police 
said 125 people were wounded. 

Bodies of bloodied young men, 
some still clutching job applications 
in their hands, were scattered on 
the ground outside the headquar- 
ters’ gate. Soldiers collected bits of 
flesh and stray hands and legs as 
frantic Iraqis showed up to search 
for relatives. 

The early morning bombing in 
central Baghdad starkly displayed 
Iraqi forces’ failure to plug even the 
most obvious holes in their security 
two weeks before the formal end of 
the U.S. combat role in Iraq. 

Army and police recruitment 
centers have been frequent tar- 
gets for militants, underscoring the 
determination of the applicants to 
risk their lives for work in a country 
with an unemployment rate esti- 
mated as high as 30 percent. 

Ali Ibrahim, 21, who suffered 
minor shrapnel wounds in the 
blast, returned to the line after his 


release from the hospital. 

“I came back with my friend to 
try to get in. We are forced to come 
back for the sake of earning a liv- 
ing by securing the job,” said Ibra- 
him, who had been waiting since 
3 a.m. The men waited in vain. The 
recruitment center was shut down 
after the attack, and the military 


said it would not reopen. Even so, 
some applicants remained there 
until mid-afternoon. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, a bomb 
attached to a fuel truck detonated 
in the mostly Shiite neighborhood 
of Ur on Tuesday night, killing 10 
people, wounding 46 and caus- 
ing a nearby gas station to catch 


fire, according to police and hos- 
pital officials. Military recruiting 
stations and security checkpoints 
continue to be easy targets for 
insurgents, who have killed 454 
soldiers, policemen and govern- 
ment-backed local militias so far 
this year, according to an Associ- 
ated Press count, (ap)

the verdict for the first time since 
the trial began. He sat at the end 
of a spectator’s bench near a wall 
on the opposite side of the room 
from Blagojevich, his hands folded 
across court documents. He looked 
on blank-faced as the verdict was 
read. His team of young prosecu- 
tors reflected the same mood, also 
looking on impassively. 

After the verdict was read, 
defense attorney Sam Adam Jr. 
rubbed his own forehead and 
mouth, appearing to shake his head 
in disgust. The former governor’s 
wife, Patti Blagojevich, leaned over 
in her chair, shaking her head. 

Brother Robert Blagojevich said 
the jury’s conclusion showed he’s 
been “an innocent target of the fed- 
eral government” all along. 

“I feel strong. I feel confident. 
I don’t feel in any way deterred. 
I’ve done nothing wrong,” he told 
reporters at the courthouse. “I’ve 
got ultimate confidence in my 
acquittal.” 

Added the former governor: 
“The jury agreed that the govern- 
ment did not prove its case.” (ap)

Pepco: Responses Could Improve 


Baltimore 

Pepco officials appearing before 
the Maryland Public Service Com- 
mission Tuesday morning said they 
were not “terribly disappointed” 
with the company’s response to 
recent storms, but that “there is 
always room for improvement.” 

The five-member commission, 
which regulates utilities and sets 
utility rates in the state, announced 
last Thursday that it was launch- 
ing an investigation into how Pepco 


responded during July and August 
storms that left almost a half-mil- 
lion people without power. 

Pepco executives said the short- 
falls came mainly in communi- 
cating with the public. But they 
acknowledged under questioning 
that various rating services have 
ranked Pepco low on reliability in 
recent years, compared to other 
power companies. Those ratings 
do not include response to major 
storms in their data and instead 
look at day-to-day service, (twp)

How the Deal Got Done 

The saga of making Bryce Harper 

a National began June 7, when the Nats 
drafted Harper out of the College of 
Southern Nevada. GM Mike Rizzo initially 
hoped the Nationals could sign Harper 
soon; Nats President Kasten bet him $1 
that would never happen. When talks did 
not progress immediately following the 
draft, the Rizzo realized the negotiation 
would linger until close to the deadline. 

On Monday night, the Nationals and super- 
agent Scott Boras began building the 
framework of a deal by 11, early enough, 
they thought, to avoid a last-second 
showdown. Yet, “With a full minute to 
go, Mike and I both thought we were not 
going to have a deal," Kasten said. As the 
seconds ticked down, the Nationals and 
Boras pushed aside small differences. 
They had come far enough that both sides 
knew leaving a deal on the table would be 
absurd. And when, exactly, did the smoke 
clear? “We don’t know," Kasten said. “It’s 
not an exaggeration. I can’t explain it or 
brag about it. But it was inside the last 
minute." (TWP) 


Harper’s contract calls for a signing bonus of 

$6.25M 

in five equal payments of $1.25 million: Thirty days 
after approval and each July 1 from 2011 through 
2014. He receives salaries of $500,000 each in 2011 
and 2012, $750,000 in 2013, $900,000 in 2014 and 
$1 million in 2015.

Harper can earn up to an extra $500,000 in each of the last two 
years of the contract, getting $125,000 each time each year if he 
spends 30, 60, 90 and 120 days on the active major league roster.

Baseball fans can win two ways. Their team 
can be great. Or a player can be so sublime 
that his performance, year after year, almost 
every day for six months at a time, gives 
so much accumulated pleasure that his 
individual art actually rivals victory. 

On average in a 30 -team sport, a town 
gets to celebrate a world title about once 
a generation. So, what binds us to the 
game, the team and the ritual enjoyments 
of a season if our highest 
celebrations arrive so rarely? 
Usually, it’s our favorite 
individual players, especially 
those who amaze or even 
inspire us. 

A franchise and a town 
are lucky if they have one 
such player a generation. 
Washington had only one 
glimpse of one Hall of Fame player — 
Harmon Killebrew for a few years — 
between the ’30s and the day the last version 
of the Senators left town in ’71. 

Now, after a $9.9-million deal with less 
than a minute to go before a midnight 
signing deadline, the Nationals have added 
Bryce Harper to Stephen Strasburg and 
Ryan Zimmerman. A team that, little more 
than a year ago, seemed almost hopeless, 
now has three players with face-of-franchise 
talent, ages 17, 22 and 25, spaced out to 
anchor a franchise for a decade. 

Within 364 days, the Nationals have 
signed two young players who, according 
to almost every independent judge of talent 
in the sport, have the potential to become 
as great as the very best power pitchers and 
sluggers who ever lived. 

It’s not smoke. It’s happening. Just 
five years after getting a team back after 
a 33-year absence, Washington fans are 
getting a reward that, while perhaps not 
as cherished as a World Series, ranks 
enormously high. If you believe in the wheel 
of karma, you must be tempted to spinning 
’round to “Washington” again. 

Few franchises ever have a moment 


even remotely similar to what the Nats 
are experiencing. Strasburg will be under 
team control through the 2016 season, 
and Harper, if he becomes a regular at 21, 
would be an indentured Nats employee 
until 2020. 

If you can’t build on that foundation, 
what are you waiting for? 

Maybe, in time, both of these No. 1 
overall draft picks will become historic 
players. Or one will. Or neither. But only 
Washington will get to watch up close, 
hometown style, for a fat, juicy handful of 
seasons at the very least. 


In an extra twist, if Zimmerman, 
already a winner of a Gold Glove and a 
Silver Slugger, keeps improving as he has 
again this year, the day may come when his 
entire career is one of those that a whole 
town never forgets. 

However, while the path to the playoffs is 
vague, the arrival of Harper and Strasburg 
is as obvious as a thunderclap. Such players, 
especially when they arrive young, change 
the way a city bonds to a team and joins in 
nurturing its development. 

“For fans, there is nothing better than 
growing up with a team, watching young 


players arrive and adopting them,” said 
team President Stan Kasten. 

“Could we have done things quicker 
and won more games sooner? Probably,” 
he admitted. Then he shrugged: “But if it 
had been done quicker, we wouldn’t have 
either Strasburg or Harper.” 

So, now the Double No. 1 Drama begins. 
Now they are linked. Harper and Strasburg, 
in baseball lore. “It’s never happened 
before,” said General Manager Mike Rizzo. 
“No one has ever had two No. 1 overall picks 
back-to-back ... with this vast talent. It’s just

AP: Agent Laws Rarely Enforced 


Review shows lax 


oversight opens door 
for rules to be broken

When sports agent Jason Paul Wood 
met a pair of Miami baseball players 
in 2006 to talk about turning pro, 
his failure to notify the university 
and register with the state of Flor- 
ida cost him a $2,500 fine. 

Like 41 other states and the 
federal government, Florida 
has laws intended to keep ama- 
teur college athletes from losing 
their eligibility — 
and their schools 
from getting in 
trouble with the 
NCAA — because 
of dealings with 
an agent. 

At a time when 
concern about 
improper contact 
between athletes 
and agents is spiking, however, 
cases such as Wood’s are an excep- 
tion, not the rule. 

Legislatures have passed a flurry 
of laws in recent years designed to 
make states part of the effort to stop 
unscrupulous agents — along with 
the NCAA and, to a lesser extent, pro 
player unions. The idea is to ensure 
fair play and shield amateurs until 
they are done with school. 

Yet an AP review has found that 
more than half of the 42 states with 
sports agent laws have yet to revoke 
or suspend a single license, or invoke 
penalties of any sort. Likewise for 
the Federal Trade Commission,

Bobby Thomson, whose “shot heard 
’round the world” in 1951 has echoed 
through baseball history as perhaps 
the game’s most famous home run, 
has died. He was 86. 

Thomson had been in failing 
health for several years. He died at 
home in Savannah, Ga., on Mon- 
day night, the Fox & Weeks funer- 
al home said Tuesday. 

Thomson connected off Ralph 
Branca for a three-run homer in 
the bottom of the ninth inning in 
the decisive Game 3 of a National 
League pennant playoff, lifting the 
New York Giants over the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers. 

The drive into the stands at 
the Polo Grounds and broadcaster 
Russ Hodges’ ecstatic call of “The 
Giants win the pennant!” remain 
one of the signature moments in 
major league history, (ap)

Now the football programs at 
Florida and Alabama — the last two 
national champions — are under 
investigation for alleged improp- 
er contact.

which in 2004 was given oversight 
authority by Congress. 

“The actions of sports agents can 
do enormous damage to schools, 
to student-athletes and to the 
integrity of college athletics,” said 
Rep.

NCAA rules allow agents to meet with college 
athletes.

letes and schools, not the agents themselves. So, when Heisman Trophy winner 
Reggie Bush was found to have received improper benefits at Southern California,

Album Review 

Posthumous albums can be great 
or awful. There really is no in-be- 
tween in the genre, which in recent 
years has been defined by artists 
as varied as Tupac Shakur, Elliott 
Smith and Jeff Buckley. With fans 
clamoring for final works from art- 
ists whoVe met untimely deaths, 
the releases are a cash cow for 
record companies, even if they 
don’t always shed much light on 
the artists. 

It’s doubtful that Definitive Jux 
and Fat Possum Records will make 
much money off “King of Hearts,” 
the only solo album from rap- 
per and producer Camu Tao, who

passed away in May 2008. But that 
doesn’t mean the release is forget- 
table; in fact, the record hints at 
what Camu Tao could have accom- 
plished if he’d lived.

Food trucks have gotten really 
popular in recent years. Why? 

You can trace it back to the economy 
falling apart. There were all these 
very talented chefs with restaurants 
closing like crazy, and no one could 
get a business loan to open up new 
ones. A lot of very talented chefs 
had to come up with a creative out- 
let for the craft. So, they went from 
four walls to four wheels. They said, 
“Really, it’s not about where I cook 
but what I cook.” 


Are there any limitations 
to cooking in a truck? 

There are zero limitations. That’s 
the great thing about the trend. 
These trucks have very clear, artic- 
ulated brands. It’s not like these 
guys are opening up hamburger 
trucks. They’ve come up with foods 
that are really phenomenal. 

Did the cities you visited embrace 
the food truck trend? 

I was always blown away by how 
well cities took to these trucks. We 
rolled in with 30 cameras, and it 
was hard not to notice us. It looks 
like it’s a trend that’s not going any- 
where. [Food trucks] may be the 
next incarnation of restaurants. 

What’s your kitchen like at home? 

It’s pretty well stocked. I have an 
amazing Viking range and fridge. 
And after that, it’s pretty sim- 
ple. A kitchen doesn’t have to be 
super-complicated to crank out 
good food. 


You’re a father of three. Is there 
anything you cook that your 
children refuse to eat? 

There are a lot of things I make 
that my children won’t eat! But 
I like opening up the menu of 
life experiences for children at 
an early age. If you assume that 
children only like hot dogs, ham- 
burgers and pizza, you’re really 
shutting them off for a long time 
to what they will or won’t eat. 
If you take command of the house 
and act like a responsible parent, 
they’ll realize they may go hun- 
gry and say, “You know, maybe 
this food isn’t so bad.” They’ll 
enjoy [healthy food] sooner rath- 
er than later. 

Do you have a favorite kitchen 
gadget? 

I have a collection of 150 chefs’ 
knives that I’ve been collecting 
my whole career. I proudly display 
them in a custom-made butcher 
block over my counter.
